Edmund Scarburgh departed this life Feby. 5, 1764. 

March the 20 th , 1734, my dear son, Edmund Scarbrough, set 
sail for Hampton in James River, with John Sheppard, the wind at 
East, and at night there was a great storm at North East. God 
grant I may see him for Jesus Christ his sake. 

Rote the 21 st day by me. M. S. 

"Aug. 21" day, 1742. 

Dorothy Scarburgh " [The above is all scratched over down to 
the ink line, and was probably erased at the date, and by the 
lady signing below it, probably because he lived through the 
storm.] 

Mitchell Scarburgh, Jr., departed this life in Mar. between the 
12'" and the 16 th in 1764, being uncertain of the day ; he went from 
Pungoteague the 12 th in a cainow, and by misfortune was drowned, 
over to Wicocomco, and was found on the 16 th .
